TERRIFIC 


Explosion in London Wreck 


ed Five Buildings, Kill- 


ing Fourteen. 


Victims of the Accident Were Blown 


To Atoms. 


Four Persons Missing and Seven Injured by The 


Collapse of a Factory in New York 


Thursday Morning. 


London, June 18—A terrific and fatal 


explosion occurred in the Lyddite fac- 
tory at Woolwich thig morning. 


ISve 
buildings were 
completely 


•wrecked. 
Reports as to the number 


of casualties are conflicting but the lat- 
est statement places the dead at 14 and 
the injured at 13. 


Those killed .were t»iown to atoms. 


Thieir remains are unrecognizable in- 
asmuch as th<e fragmentB were so small 
that tb-«y were gathered up in buckets. 


The scene about the wrecked build- 


ings is patheetic in the extreme. 


Women and,children and even strong 


men are standing about weeping, many 
of th«m vainly trying to see in the 
burnt f'-agm.'ents of the bodies a'«n^ 
semblance of the missing loved ones. 


New York, June 18—Pour persons 


are missing and seven are more or less 
seriously injured aa the result of the 
collapse of the interior of a factory 
building at 49 Bowery at 11 o'clock this 
morning. 
The second and third floors 


of1 the building are ocupied by Lion's 
Fapef Manufacturing 
company and 


their employees, about 50 in number 
were carried into the cellar amd buried 
in a mass of debris when the break 
came. 
Many were able to scramble 


out unaided and comparatively unin- 
jured, but others were pinned down by 
huge boxes of paper or beams. 


Four persons, two men and two wo- 


men, are believed to be buried in the 
ruins and rescuers are working hard 
to reach them. The overloading of 
the third floor caused th'e collapse.

JEWISH QUESTION. 


Minister Plehve Says the Empire is in Danger 


Through Israel's Rapid Growth in Russia— 


, 
:, , „ . . Eniif ration Advocated. 


St. Petersburg, June 18—In 
tBe 


course of an interview regarding the 
Kishinev matter, M. Plehve, the min- 
ister of the Interior,* said: "*The Jew- 
ish question in this county is an. his- 
torical legacy we have inherited from 
the time of taking Poland. 


"Out of 10,000,000 of the 
world, 


about 4,500,000 reside in Russia. 


"I have no exact figures, the reason 


being that the Jews show a particular 
desire to avoid military service, and 
with that end in view invent ways of 
evading every census which we have 
tried to take of them. 


"It has been suggested that the Rus- 


sian government made but frivolous 
.investigations concerning the Kishe- 
nev troubles. That is quite wrong. 
One of the most trusted members of 
the criminal department, M. Lapou- 
chen, was sent down with instruct' 
to make a very minute examination. 
He returned with a full report He 
called the leading Jews before him, 
and heard all the charges they had to 
make. In addition, 500 offenders were 
arrested, and will, in a short time, ap- 
pear before the courts upon charges of 
assault, pillage and murder, and will 
be duly sentenced to long or short 
terms of penal servitude, according to 
the crimes they committed. 


"It is difficult to get the police and 


soldiers to protect the Jews in such 
limes, but I consider it will be within 
the power of the governors to bring 
thfe about, atad, since the Kishinev 
troubles, every governor 
has been 


warned that he is personally responsi- 
ble lor any trouble lasting one hour. 
We have now sent out one of- our 
ablest younger men to Kishenev, the 
Prince Ourousoff." 


"Does your excellency disclaim the 


sympathy of the government with the 


disturbances?" the minister was ask- 
ed. "It has been said you shut your 
eyes to what is going on." 


"I say such a statement is scandal- 


ous." 


M. Plehve is a quiet-mannered man 


but he said this with emphasis and 
heightened color. 


"We very much deplore what has 


happened at Kishinev. 


Referring to the famous forged let- 


ter he was supposed to have written 
to the governor of Kishinev, M. Plehve 
said: "It was false." 


"Did you ^subsidize any Kishenev 


paper, as was stated at the time?" 


'"I subsidised no paper — that is a 


false statement." 
s 


After a while he said: "The 'truth 


is, the Jewish question with us is a 
very difficult one." 


"For reasons which 
have forced 


themselves upon us as necessary .for 
the welfare of the country, it has been 
necessary to confine the Jews to cer- 
tain provinces and districts, but the 
Hebrews increase enormously, and we 
purpose giving them larger spheres of 
land to occupy, but that, after all, can 
only be temporary. 
Look how they 


increase ^ I should like to encourage 
their emigration. 
Why should Rus- 


sia have such an overcharge of Jews? 
That seems to me a very fair ques- 
tion," 


"I favor the higher class of Jews be- 


ing given more scope in the way of 


New York, June IS—Robert A. Am-

in the penitentiary for not less than 
one year nor more than five, or a fine 
of $250 and imprisonment in the coun- 
ty jail for six months at the discre- 
tion of the court.

poosa county, about seven miles west 
of Dadeville. After his last assault 
young Turner ordered one of the ne- 
groes to go to the woman and tell her 
that she must resume work at once. 
The negro tound the woman's body 
back of a brush pilt, where she had 
sought shelter. He returned to Turn- 
er and told him: ''Boss, she dead." 
Thereupon Turner commanded several 
of the negroes to take the body forth- 
with to the burial plot in the rear of 
the little negro church, some distance 
from the plantation, and bury it. 


Somebody provided a rude box or 


coffin. The burial took place at night 
Only two negroes were present. The 
grand jury of Tallapoosa county was 
in session at that time. Somebody 
contrived to have it investigate the 
death of Sarah Neely. 


The Turners, it is charged, prepar- 


ed for that formality by handcuffing 
and shackling all the negroes who 
were present on the occasion of the 
beating of the woman and bringing 
them to Dadeville thus bound togeth- 
er to appear befoi^ the grand jury.
